Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
*agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Cardillo argues that the 1 12 rejections are improper because, 
read in light of the specification, the claims do not imp[y a third probe. In addition he argued that the claim is also not 
indefinite because the inspection probe recited in the claim need not be related to the fritting. 
Examiner explained that when the claim is read in light of the specification, step of "bringing about fritting" means that 
the inspection probe and another probe were placed on the object. Fritting is explained and enabled only in this way. 
Therefore, when the claim states "bringing about a fritting phenomenon" then states "bringing an inspection probe," 
either, the inspection probe is an entirely separate probe from those used in the fritting (which is not enabled by the 
specification), or the inspection probe does not have proper antecedent basis and does not property relate back to the 
fritting step. As such, the claims are confusing. Mr. Cardillo disagrees with this position and will file a response to 
address this issue. 

Mr. Cardillo also proposed some drawing and specification changes to the reference numbers and the like to overcome 
the informalities noted in the office action. The corrections proposed appear to overcome the noted problems (spec 
and drawing objections). 
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
